PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  SViemhers  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hebburn 


Mr.  ChaiRxMan,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work  in 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1962. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report; 
there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I would  like  to  comment. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  show  no  significant  changes  com- 
pared with  the  year  1961.  The  population  of  the  Urban  District  rose 
slightly  by  40  to  25020  ; this  was  well  below  the  natural  increase,  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  which  was  206. 

The  birth  rate  showed  a decrease  to  19.9  compared  with  20.9  in 
1961;  the  standardised  birth  rate  (i.e.  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribu- 
tion of  the  population)  was  17.7  which  was  below  the  figure  of  18.0  for 
England  and  Wales,  which  was  the  highest  national  rate  since  1947. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  to  36.1  compared  with  the  national 
figure  of  21.4;  nearly  half  of  the  infant  deaths  were  caused  by  prema- 
turity. 

The  death  rate  of  11.7  showed  an  increase  compared  with  10,1  for 
the  previous  year.  The  standardised  death  rate  exceeds  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  Heart  disease  and  cancer  continue  to  be  the  most  important 
causes  of  death  and  are  responsible  for  nearly  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
mortality.  The  commonest  single  cause  of  death  was,  again,  coronary 
thrombosis  which  accounted  for  37  male  deaths  and  22  female  deaths. 
This  disease  tends  to  predominate  in  males.  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  (i.e.  Cerebral  Haemorrhages,  “strokes'^’  etc.,)  were  the 
second  single  commonest  cause  of  death  with  a preponderance  of  19 
female  deaths  compared  with  17  male  deaths.  Nearly  six  per  cent  of  male 
deaths  were  accounted  for  by  accidents  or  suicide. 
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In  the  environmental  sphere,  encourag-Ing^  progress  continues  to 
be  made  in  the  control  of  atmospheric  pollution.  The  creation  of  fur- 
ther smoke  control  orders  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  continues  in 
accordance  with  the  phased  prog'ramme  already  ag’reed  by  the  Council; 
further  details  will  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
section  of  the  Report  on  Page  29. 

This  is  the  last  Annual  Report  which  I shall  have  the  honour  of 
presenting  to  you  prior  to-  taking  up  another  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Tyne  Port  Health  Authority.  I wish,  therefore, 
to  conclude  by  expressing  my  most  sincere  appreciation  of  the  unfailing 
assistance  and  co-operation  I have  always  received  from  all  members 
of  the  Council,  other  Officials  and  my  Staff  in  the  Health  Department.

B.  PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 

1.  Descriptian  of  the  Area. 

The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape.  Its 
West  and  North  boundaries  are  formed  by  the  bend  of  the  River  Tyne. 
In  the  East,  Hebburn  and  Jarrow  have  a common  boundary  running 
approximately  north  and  south  from  the  river.  The  Southern  limit  of 
the  Urban  District  is  contiguous  with  Boldon  Urban  District,  the  eastern 
half  of  which  follows  the  line  of  the  Newcastle-Sunderland  main  line 
Railway. 

The  Newcastle-South  Shields  Railway  runs  through  the  District 
parallel  to  the  course  of  the  River  Tyne  enclosing  the  Shipbuilding  and 
repair  yards,  a large  Electric  Gear  and  other  works.  Other  Industries 
in  the  area  include  Engineering,  Chemical,  and  Paint  Works.  There  is 
a large  Coke  Works  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Urban  District.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

An  average  of  1,331  persons  (867  males  and  464  females)  were 
registered  as  unemployed  throughout  the  year.  The  highest  figures 
recorded  were  1185  males  and  546  females  on  15th  October,  1962,  and 
the  lowest  584  males  and  420  females  on  18th  June,  1962. 

There  was  a recession  in  business  activity  in  the  area  in  the  second 
half  of  the  year,  particularly  in  shipbuilding  and  repairing.  The  demand 
for  labour  fell  resulting  in  higher  unemployment  registers  and  an 
appreciable  amount  of  short  time  working.

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SECTION  F. 

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1962 
was  328  compared  with  973  during  the  previous  year.  This  substantial 
decrease  was  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  a decrease  of  632  in 
notifications  of  Measles.  There  was  little  change  in  the  numbers  of 
other  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  be 
able  to  record  yet  another  year  with  a complete  absence  of  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  Poliomyelitis. 

MEASLES. 

The  usual  biennial  epidemic  pattern  was  maintained  and,  as  ex- 
pected, there  was  a substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified, 
there  being  244  cases  compared  with  876  during  the  previous  year. 
Nearly  all  the  cases  notified  during  1962  occurred  during  the  last  few 
weeks  of  the  year  and  proved  to  be  the  forerunner  of  the  epidemic  which 
extended  in  to  the  early  months  of  1963. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  this  disease  tends,  usually,  to  be  of  such  a mild 
nature,  that  it  may  well  pass  almost  unrecognised  and  without  receiving, 
or  indeed  requiring,  medical  attention. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  continued  at  a satisfactory  low  level 
with  only  26  cases  notified  compared  with  32  during  the  previous  year. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  value  of  immunisation  which  is  offered 
both  by  local  general  practitioners  and  also  at  the  local  authority  clinic. 

DYSENTERY. 

I am  pleased,  once  again,  to  be  able  to  record  a complete  absence 
of  known  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year.  This  may,  in  large 
measure,  be  accounted  for  by  the  steadily  improving  standards  of 
personal  hygiene,  despite  the  fact  that  Sonnei  Dysentery  continues  to  be 
endemic  throughout  Tyneside. 
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FOOD  poisowmc. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  another  year  has  passed 
without  the  notification  or  occurrence  of  a single  case  or  outbreak  of 
this  disease.  Outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  are  frequently  associated 
with  catering  establishments,  and  I feel  that  the  management  of  the 
various  large  industrial  canteens  In  the  district  are  to  be  complimented 
on  having,  throughout  the  year,  maintained  a satisfactory  standard  of 
hygiene, 

POLIOIVIYELiTIS. 

Once  again,  there  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the 
year.  Although,  in  the  absence  of  cases,  there  continues  to  be  apathy 
amongst  adults  with  regard  tO'  immunisation,  the  proportion  of  children 
\accinated  is  fairly  satisfactory  and  was  further  Improved  with  the 
advent  of  oral  vaccine  which  is  so  simply  administered. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  decline  with 
27  cases  notified  during  1962  compared  with  30  during  the  previous  year, 
x'^lthough  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  new  male  cases, 
this  was  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  reduction  in  female  cases  by 
one  half. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
showed  a slight  increase  from  2 in  1961  to  4 in  1962,  the  incidence 
remains  at  a satisfactory  low  level.  I feel  bound  to  repeat  that  the 
remarkable  reduction  over  the  past  two  decades,  In  this  at  one  time 
common  and  frequently  crippling  disease,  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the 
greatly  improved  purity  of  milk  supplies.  This  has  been  achieved,  not 
only  by  the  development  of  improved  dairy  herds,  but  also  by  pasteur- 
isation and  sterilisation  of  milk  supplies.
